To $50 a Year Then

In the last hundred years of its operation Georgia’s General 


Assembly has cut down two things at least: 
1. The cost of winding the State House clock. 


2. The hours worked by minors in textile mills. 


These facts were revealed on, 


the eve of the General Assembly’s 
‘opening Monday. by Robert M. 
Long of Albany, who has been 
making a study of the acts of the 
legislature of the last century. 

In 1858, reported Mr. Long, who 
is a counselor for the State De- 
partment of Education’s voca- 
tionat rehabilitation division, the 
General Assembly appropriated 
$50 for the repairing and ‘‘keep- 
ing in order of the State House 
clock.” (All clocks now run by 
electricity at a negligible cost, 
said State Auditor B. E. Thrasher 
Jr.) And a little earlier the leg- 


islature passed a law fixing the 


hours for minors employed in tex- 
tile mills at ‘from sun-rise until 
sunset”’. | 

On the other hand, Mr. Long’s| 
survey disclosed some rising costsy 
sanctioned by the lawmakers. In, 
1858 the legislature approved a 
salary of $3,000 for the governor. 
(Gov. Griffin collected a total of 
$12,000 for the maintenance of the 
mansion, said Auditor Thrasher.)

THEY GAMBLED

A few weeks later, a disting- 
uished looking Frenchman was 
waiting for Angelo when he re- 
turned to his rooming house.

Angelo said he was willing to 
pay $8,000 for each kilogram de- 
livered, if the stuff was good. 

Coudert reddened 

“If I had only known,” he 
cried. ‘‘We've just brought six 


kilos into the states and sold 
them for only $6,500 per kilo.” |

Thus far it appears that the session 
will be fairly harmonious. But there are 
many matters affecting the state and its 
future which must be considered and re- 
solved. Besides the need for holding the 
line against unnecessary spending, the 
very real problems of traffic safety, men- 
tal health and education in the atomic- 
Space age must receive attention. 

Perhaps time the Assembly 
also take a look at itself. 

One of the most glaring weaknesses 
in Georgia’s present governmental 
tem, as has been often pointed out, 
is the rotation system of electing mem- 
bers to the State Senate 

This results in a perpetually weak up- 
per house whose members cannot succeed 
themselves and which consequently be- 
comes a total lame duck by the time its 
members learn how efficiently to repre- 
sent their people and serve the state’s in- 
terests. 

Constitution political editor, William 
Bates, recently pointed out one of the con- 
sequences of this system. Continuity of 
leadership in programs such as mental 
health, in which Sen. Peyton Hawes is 
playing such an important role now, is 
lost when there is a complete turnover 
in the Senate every two years. 

In addition to weakening the legisla- 
tive branch in general the system makes 
the Senate a relatively weaker body than 
the House of Representatives. It there- 
fore makes for a lopsided legislative 
branch 

Even if placed on a county-unit basis, 
permission to succeed themselves would 
give senators an incentive to do a better 
job. 

Gov. Marvin Griffin says he agrees 
with the idea in principle but doubts if 
the Assembly would accept it. We hope he 
underestimates its members’ desire to 
strengthen the Legislature. 

If this can be done, the Assembly 
would have come a long way toward re- 
covering that legislative independence 
about which so much has been said and 
about which so little has epeadh ace

Dr. Klaus Knorr, associate director of 
the Princeton University Center of Inter- 
national Studies and frequent consultant 
with the U.S. government, has called for 
a basic review of American defense 
Strategy. 

In a 15,000-word analysis, Dr. Knorr 
urges a broad-guaged investment pro- 
gram in scientific and technical training: 
increased military expenditures and a 
realistic approach to the problem of mili- 
tary management. ) 

It would be dangerous, the professor 
warns, for the United States to put its 
reliance on any one form of armament or 
any one type of military strategy. We 
must be prepared, he argues, to fight con- 
ventional, limited-nuclear and unlimited 
nuclear wars. 

“In order to deter aggression,” he de- 
clared, “and to defeat it should deter- 
rence fail, the ideal defense inventory 
would seem to include sufficient force at 
the level of limited war to deter the op- 
ponent from raising the ante. The ability 
to threaten the enemy with unacceptable 
losses on a higher level is not enough un- 
less the United States and its allies are 
strong enough to avert defeat on the pre- 
ferred level.” | 

In other words, the struggle with 


communism is many-sided. The cold war 
can be lost on the diplomatic and eco- 
nomic battlefields just as easily as it can 
be lost on the military front. Not only 
must we be able to deter conventional 
wars or “brush fires” along with unlim- 
ited nuclear war, we must counter 
economic and ideological war by every 
means at our command. 

If the “preferred level” is in the field 
of foreign economic aid and competition, 
it, too, must be met. 

Dr. Knorr has given his countrymen 
some good advice. Let us hope it does not 
go unheeded.

School Attendance Law 


Must Remain in Force 


The controversial Georgia Education 
Commission, in advocating repeal of the 
compulsory school attendance law, is pro- 
posing a drastic action that would boom- 
erang to the detriment of the schools. 

Other political forces who encouraged 
the commission to take such a stand also 
will have much to answer for, as would 
the Legislature, if the commission's un- 
reasonable attitude should happen to pre- 
Vail. 

The purpose, of course, is to strength- 
en the barriers against school integration. 
But the governor already is vested with 
the authority to lift the compulsory at- 
tendance law, either for the entire state 
or for a particular school district, in the 
event of an emergency. Georgians can rest 
assured the authority would be exercised 
in the event of an integration order. 

Outright repeal of the law now woulff 
result in a considerable and needless loss 
in daily attendance and consequently a 
sizable reduction in funds allocated to 
schools. 

Georgia educators know from bitter 
experience that it was common practice 
back in the old days for many parents to 
take children out of school for days and 
weeks at a time to harvest crops or for 
other reasons. Let’s not turn the clock 
backward to the days when schooling was 
neglected and education was a willy-nilly, 
loosely run, optional sort of thing.

Just as any other branch of 
government, they should be subjected to 
examination from time to time with a 
view toward finding ways in which they 
can accomplish their objectives better 
and operate at greater efficiency. Courts 
must demand’ and receive respect but 
that does not mean they should be re- 
garded as sacred cows immune to change. 
Nor is it likely that the majority of 
Judges and court officials want it that 
Way.

Watt points out, it is easier for 
the Soviets to channel more doc- 
tors. into specialized. fields of 
science. What the Russians have 
done in the areas of nuclear fis- 
sion, missiles and sputniks, they 
may also do in medical science. 

Spectacular break-throughs in 
medicine by the Soviets, laudable 
though they would be, could give 
them ‘still greater propaganda 
victories over the West. . 

Dr.. Watt believes the United 
States can stay ahead of the Rus-

a late autumn trip to Cape Gro- 
zier, and had tested our modi- 
fications in a long spring depot- 
laying trip to the north. Certain- 
ly our farm tractors in their 
modified and somewhat battered 
condition did not inspire confi- 
dence, but we felt that their re- 
liability and ease of mainte- 
nance would counteract to some 
extent their inability to perform 
in soft snow like a weasel or 
a snocat 

WERE DETERMINED 

At any rate, they were all we 
had and we were determined to 
get a long way with them. 

Our start was not an auspici- 
ous one. We left Scott Base tow- 
ing loads of three tons per trac- 
tor and made our laborious way 
across the area of pressure 
ridges formed where the shelf 
llowed into the bay ice, and 
then onto: the flat going on the 
Ross ice Shelf itself. 

Barely five miles from base 
my tracter was pulled up with a 
jerk and I looked behind to see 
that one of my sleds had broken 
through into a crevasse and was 
tilted over at an alarming angle 
It took us several hours to un 
load the 12 drums off the sled, 
pull it to safety and then reload. 

We camped the first night a 
mere seven miles in a direct line 
from Scott Base and knew that 
all the experts were saying. “I 
told you so.’ The second day was 
little better. We struck deep soft 
snow and in the first two hours 


} 


succeeded ir covering only one 
mile. 

I decided that drastic action was 
called for and we pushed eight 
drums of fuel weighing one and a 
half tons off our sleds and left 
them lying in the snow. We 
camped the second night having 
succeeded in covering 23 miles 
and being, at least out of sight of 
scott Base. 

For the next few days the temp- 
erature remained in the minus 


30's but calm and sunny condi- 


tions made for pleasant traveling 
The surface improved and despite 


/a good deal of mechanical trouble 


with our weasel we were able to 
do more than 30 miles each day 


best. At 4:50 p.m. we left the 


'_skelton depot and started up the 


glacier. The surface was hard | 
and very rough. Vehicles and, 
sleds were wracked and twisted | 
as we followed a center line up| 
the middle of the glacier keeping 


well away from the continuous 


'crevasses that fringed the great

In four and a half hours we 
covered 18 miles and caught up 
to Miller and Marsh and their 
dog teams, who were camped 
after a torrid day of spills, and 
urface. 


| The weather closed in as we 


as we swung south and then west | 
in a determined effort to keep | 


completely clear of the extensive 
crevassing off White Island and 
Minna Bluff. 

We entered areas of high Sas- 
trugi ‘(hard snow ridges) but the 
snow was firm and our tractors 
reveled in the rough going while 
the weasel labored to keep up. 

The weasel was proving trouble- 
some and obviously needed a 
major overhaul. 

MAKE A DASH 


We decided to make a dash for 
our skelton depot and carry out 
the work there. For 13 hours we 
drove steadily toward the great 
peaks of the western mountains 
and the Skelton Glacier. We were 
traveling at night and the mid- 
night sun. low on the horizon, 
sculptured the waves of Sastrugi 
in light and shadow and our ears 
became attuned to the steady 
drone of our tractors. 

At seven in the morning of Oct. 
20 we completed our 50-mile run 
and were greeted at the Skelton 
Depot by the welcoming howls of 
i8 husky dogs, flown in the pre- 
vious day by our Beaver aircraft. 
Their drivers, Miller and Marsh, 
thrust cups of tea into our hands 
and I drank mine with the satis- 
faction that comes from seeing 


the first stage of the journey done. | 


We had 180 miles behind us. 

For two days our mechanics, 
Bates and Ellis, labored on the 
weasel A rough tripod was 
erected and the engine was lifted 
out of its bed and a broken part 
mended. By the evening of Oct 
22 we were ready to move again. 
SKELTON GLACIER 

Ahead of us stretched the broad 
sweep of the skelton glacier 
rising from a mere 250 feet up 
to the polar plateau at 8,200 feet. 
[ regarded this as the crux of 


our journey and our toughest | 


problem. The previous autumn 
two of our dog teams had made 
the first journey up this glacier 
and their report had been favor- 
able, so we were hoping for the 
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camped and a violent wind and 
drifting snow blanketed’ the 
scenery. 
DAY OF REST 

Oct. 23 was an enforced day of 


rest with mist and snow and sud- 
den fierce squalls of up to 50 
knots. The following morning was 
a little better and around mid- 


day the weather had improved 
considerably 

The dog teams moved off at 
1 p.m. and disappeared into a 
cloud of mist. Half an hour later 
we started out and were soon 
enveloped in blinding drift. The 
traveling was extremely rough 
and we caught no sight of the 
dog teams, but by determined 
driving we covered five miles in 
| the first hour. 
| This brought us out onto the 
clear ice of the middle portion of 
the skelton glacier and here we 
| received the full force of the 
wind. It was impossible to stand 
a firm grip on a tractor or sled, | 
and the only redeeming feature 
was that the drift was much less 
severe and we could catch pe- 
riodic glimpses of the terrain 
around 
FELT CONCERN 

I was concerned about Miller 
'and Marsh and went back a short 
way to look from them but coula 
cee nothing. I decided they must 
have stopped and camped. 

The wind was coming directly 
i'down the glacier so we decided | 
we would push on. For two hours 
we battled into the gale, seeing 
eonugh of the peaks around to 
steer by. A slight moderation of 
the wind happily coincided with

‘hey were clearly visible and 
rarely more than two to three 
fee! wide 

We were not in the mood for | 
cavtion and took them as they 
came. Sometimes the bridges 
held but more often than not 
there would be a violent lurch 
and we would he over—leaving a 
geping hole behind. 
SEVERAL MILES 

Atter several miles of this we 
were glad to get out of the area 
and start climbing steadily 
}amongst magnificent scenery. 
|/“hen we camped at 8 p.m. on 
firm snow once more we had cov- 
ered 19.5 miles and the wind had 
recuced to a fresh breeze. 
| Ahead of us now stretched the 
steepest portion of the glacier 
where it rose in two great sweeps | 
we called the lower and Upper | 
staircase and separated by a flat 
area. Soft snow here could stop | 
us or at least waste many days. | 
We were delighted therefore after | 
after a boisterious night to drive | 
on next morning and find the} 
surface, although soft, gave rea- | 
conable traction to our vehicles. | 

Only on the steepest slopes was | 
relaying required and by the end | 
of the day we had climbed onto 
the lower end of the flat area and 
camped after a distance of 12/ 
miles. We were at a height. of | 
| more than 3,000 féet. 


DOG TEAMS 


| J was concerned about our dog 


teams aS we were carrying most 
of their rations. I decided there- 
fore to wait here until they came 
up. Bates and Ellis checked over 
our vehicles while Mulgrew, Bal- 
-harn and I retied sled leads, built 
snew cairns, wrote up diaries and 
had a long radio schedule with 
Scott Base. 

| I was greatly relieved when’ 
during the afternoon we heard 
the hearty shouts of the dog 
drivers and they came climbing’ 
up the slope towards us. We ex-| 
| changed stories. As I had SUS: | 
pected, they had been forced to 
camp in the storm and we had’ 


passed within 30 feet of them 
without catching sight of them. 
Oct. 27 was another rest dav 
as a rapid rise in temperature to 
zero gave us a day of snowfall 
and mist. I set the alarm for an 


‘early start but at 4:45 a.m. it 


was still thick outside. A slight 
improvement during the next hour 
gave us hope and we prepared to 
leave. 


CREVASSE AREAS 

The conditions were almost im- 
possible. Normally we would not 
have moved as the area ahead 
was our most crucial one and re-

The dogs did a magnificent job 
and at the end of it ail we had 
climbed through the crevasses of 
the upper staircase and were 
camped on the vast Neve ‘snow 
field) of the skelton glacier at a 
height of 5,600 feet.

BITTER WINDS 
Leaving the dogs to make their 


own time, we pushed on into the 
teeth of bitter winds and tempera- 
tures in the minus 30’s.

The president warned that new 
weapons using outer space would 
greatly increase “‘the capacity 
of the human race to destroy it- 
self.”’ 

As part of a program to end the 
production of nuclear weapons, 
isenhower suggested a cessation 
in nuclear tests, “‘not just for two 
or three years, but indefinitely.”’ 

The President made two impor- 
tant shifts of emphasis in restat- 
ing U.S. disarmament proposals. 

First, he reiterated the stand- | 
ing proposal for halting the pro-| 
duction of nuclear weapons and 
for beginning the transfer of fis- 
sionable material in existing wea- | 
pons stocks to peaceful purposes. | 
He then offered Moscow this new 
inducement: 

“Since our existing weapons 
stocks are doubtless larger than 
yours, we would expect to make 
a greater transfer than you to 
peaceful purpose stocks. I should | 
be glad to receive your suggestion 
as to what you consider to be an 
equitable ratio in this respect.”’

Others 
condemned mothers for failing to properly 
prepare their daughters. Home economics 
classes were hailed as a valuable aid, but 
a‘few students believe .uch classes are a 
waste of time. 


Albert Barrocas and Sherry Krasner, 
seniors at Hoke Smith High, have high 
praise for home economics classes, and for 
the homemaking capabilities of today’s 
girls: 

Today’s mothers are teaching their 
daughters their way of homemaking, 
and this is good, they observed. But 
courses at school give fundamental, 
basic factors of this so-called science. 
Well-trained teachers are able to im- 
part facts and skills which many moth- 
ers have not had an opportunity to 
learn. ... Many high school girls do the 
cooking for their families. In our school, 
many I15-year-olds are responsible for 
marketing and cooking. Modern teen- 
agers are lucky—they have the oppor- 
tunities of learning from mothers and 
from school classes. 

Milly Wooten, 15, Decatur, admits: 

I didn’t want to take home econom- 
ics, but my mother talked me into it. 


Now that I’m in my second year, I know 
how wrong I would have been not to 
take it. I love to cook and have learned 
a lot of new things. 

Willie Lois Benton, Lithonia, discloses: 

My mother never had any homemak- 
ing courses in school, but I wouldn’t 
trade the training she’s given me for 
anything in the whole homemaking cur- 
riculum. The girls who, when married, 
can cope successfully with all responsi- 
bilities that occur are the ones who were 
trained partly at school, but largely at 
home.
